“High School Curriculum Organized 
For Only 25% Of Pupils’’ 


The 75% of high school students 
who cannot go on to higher insti- 
tutions but must immediately seek 
employment after graduation, pre- 
sent the real problem here in An- 
dover, according to ‘Mrs. Emma 
Gould Carter, Punchard teacher, in 
a recent article which she wrote 
for a course that she is now taking. 
The article follows: 


Teaching is no longer merely a 
matter of “getting across” 
which are contained in 
Granted that it is a very important 
part of a teacher’s job, but today, 
more than ever before, it is also 
her job to discover the interests of 
those boys and girls who sitinfront 
of her each day, and just how those 
interests may ‘be directed toward 
earning a living. 

And that is exactly what your 
Punchard High School is endeavor- 
ing to do. The majority of our 
school curricula, Punchard’s in- 
cluded, are organized for the 25% 
of those boys and girls who will go 
on to institutions of higher learn- 
ing, rather than for the who 
must immediately earn their living 
upon graduating from high school, 
or who leave to go to work before 
graduating. In an effort to discover 
what your boys and girls do after 
graduation, a survey was recently 
made; 138 questionnaires were sent 
out to the graduates of the classes 
of 1938 and 1939 not in schools of 
any kind, and 63 of them were re- 
turned.

Waitresses, domestics, mill opera- 
tors, garage hands, delivery truck 
drivers comprise the list of the 
other occupations, with the excep- 


tion of one or two who have ob- 
tained work for which Punchard 
gave them no training, but for 
which they possessed a natural 
aptitude. 

One fact, of course, must be 


recognized, and that is that “being 
exposed” to a course in school does 
not ‘by any means presuppose “‘com- 
ing down with it,” which fact ac- 
counts for many of those having 
had the commercial course finding 
themselves in jobs demanding only 
unskilled labor. Yet ‘with our 
present equipment we can give no 
other training than that mentioned. 
There is a problem here which your 
school is trying to meet, if not in 
occupational training, at least in 
occupational thinking, by encourag- 
ing pupils to think along lines of 
general fields of occupational in- 
terest; to plan educationally in the 
light of broad interests and capaci- 
ties; to develop good work habits 
and attitudes, desirable social hab- 
its, pride in socially worthwhile 
work, and in the pupils a feeling 
of confidence that they can do good 
work.

The court will decide just where 
the fault lay in the crash which

P. T. A. Speaker Talks 
On “Youth Of Today” 


At the Andover Parent Teachers’ 
association meeting in the music 
room .of the Junior High School 
last Thursday night, Henry H. Har- 
ris, former principal o. the Lowell 
high school, cautioned his audience 
that in the development of the pub- 
lic school system, we must ‘be care- 
ful that “the education of the 
masses does not degenerate into 
mass education.” “No children are 
alike,” he continued; “someareeye- 
minded, some earaninded and some 
motor-minded, and each type must 
be taught differently. No two chil- 
dren begin at the same point, en- 
fold at the same time, nor in the 
same way.” Consequently, church, 
home and school should form a 
close partnership, each co-operating 
with the other two. 

Mr. Harris compared the four 
periods of education and pointed 
out that the first period, when most 
of the teaching was done in the 
home and did not include much 
“schooling,” was ‘better than the 
systems of education that devel- 
oped from it, because all three of 
the necessary agents, nature, life 
and books, were present in varying 
degrees. Our own school system 
has begun to realize the importance 
of nature for the students because 
it quickens the receptive powers of 
the child and suggests the unseen,” 
Knowledge, habits, tastes, ideals 
and power which were developed to 
a wonderful degree in the old days 
but which were crowded out of the 
schools in the in-between periods, 
are once more finding their way 
back into the education system, 
which may consider itself a failure 
if it doesn’t stimulate the whole- 
some development of all five.
